-El Paso, Texas, Feb. 2.—The first 


clash between the rebels-and the fed- 
eral troops sent out last night. from 
Juarez occurred before daylight be- 
tween, Juarez and 
Samalayuca, ac^ 


cording to the federal troops, who re 
treated to Juarez this morning. They 
brought three wounded with them and 
admitted that two were killed, but sale 
they were 'Killed in exploding dynamite 
to wreck a bridge.

Harry Orchard 
admitted placing and firing thv*omb, 
and In his alleged confession Implicat- 
ed -Haywood. Moyer and Pettlbone, of- 
ficials of 
the Western Federation of 


Miners. His fantastic story was later 
completely discredited. 
The authori- 


ties Ignored theTisual processes, ar- 
rested Haywood. Moyer and Pettlbone 
in the dead of night, denied them ac- 
cess to counsel, placed them by force 
on a special train and con-.-eyed them 
to Idaho-

Their attorneys 
insisted that this 


constituted kidnaping 
and speedily 


carried the caso to the supreme court 
ot the 
United Slates. The supreme 


court declined to order 
the accused 


men returned to Colorado. With only 
one dissenting vote, that of 
Justice 


McKenna, an opinion was formulated, 
in which was contained this declara- 
tion: 


Looking first at what was al- 


leged to have occurred in ^Colorado 
touching the arrest of the petition-

On January 30, 1900, William Goebel, 
governor-select ,was killed in Frank- 
fort, Ky.', by shots. said to have,, been 
fired from state house windows. For- 
mer Governor William S. Taylor, Caleb 
Powers and'others were indicted.. Tay.-< 
lor fled to Indiana..and remained there 
and 
in other states, despite all at- 


tempts made for his extradition.

He conceived the 
idea of print-ing the offer of a rewarc 
on the outside of "office envelopes, am 
did so. ' He took the precaution to sub- 
mit the envelopes to Postmaster Was- 
ser. of Girarcl. who promptly assured 
Warren that-such printing was not in 


partment at this very moment. I have1 
in my possession or at command full 
1,000 
of such letters and postal cards,] 


hundreds of them issued since Warren; 
committed the crime of printing on an 
envelope th* wording of a reward for 
a man under Indictment for murder. 


Let me repeat that at the time of 


Warren's indictment the 
postofflces 


were flooded with openly displayed of- 
fers of rewards for all sorts of per- 
sons and for all manner of offenses. 
Such was the unrestricted practice 
years before the Warren indictment, 
and such continufs to the practice up 
to this very hour. 


On May 9, 1907, Warren appeared at 


Fort Scott and demanded trial. The 
government insisted on a continuance. 
It was not ready to proceed. It pro- 
posed to put ex-Governor Taylor on 
the stand, and Taylor evidently did not 
car* to leave Indiana. He could not 
hope to expect exemption from the in- 
dictment iof 1800 until his political 
party cr faction returned to power In 
Kentucky. 


The acquittal of Haywood, Moyer 


and Pettibone followed about ten weeks 
after the indictment of Warren. His 
friends imagined that the government 
would drop the case, but 
they 
little 


know the animus back of it. A motion 
to quash the Indictment was argued on 
November 11, 1907. During its prog- 
ress Judge Pollock observed that while 
the inscription on the Appeal to Rea 
son envelope was "inadvisable anrl 
open to objection, he could see in it no 
violation of the law." 
• 


"I have a letter here from tha attor- 


ney general at' Washington," excitedly 
declared Mr. West, the federal prose- 
tutor, "stating that the offetise charged 
% this case is clearly In violation of 
the law, and authorizing it to be vigor- 
ously prosecuted." - • 


Here was a clear echo from some 


voice "higher up." Judge Pollock took 
rthe case under.advisement, later over- 
ruled the motion to dismiss and set a 
hearing for May, 4. 1908. The govern- 
ment insisted 'on two more postpone- 
ments,- arid it was not .until May 3, 
l!)09, that the case, wao-finally called. 


It was just ten days before this^ tjate 


that ex-Governor Taylor had been par- 
doned and the indictment against him 
dismissed. Keep in mind the fact that 
It was not until after Taylor was frcs 
to come to Kansas that Warren could 
Induce the government to try his case.

The prosecution later claimed that he 
misunderstood the question. 
It may 


be possible for. a man to make a mis- 
take of seven years in so important 
a matter as the date of his indictment 
for murder. It was not possible that 
the prosecution was unaware of this | 
mistake, and the most deplorable fea- 
ture of this case is found in the fact 
that the law representatives of the 
United States proceeded to take full 
advantage of Taylor's mistake, and 
successfully to resist the offering of | 
evidence or. documents absolutely es- 
tablishing the falsity of the statement 
made under oath by Taylor. It was 
not deemed beneath the dignity of the 
United States, as represented by its 
paid law officials, to railroad an Amer- 
ican citizen to jail on palpably false 
evidence.

AMHERSTTO CELEBRATE CENTENARY~OF HORACE GREELEY'S BIRTH 


Great Gathering Expected in the Staid Old New Hamp- 


shire Village Next Friday to Pay Tributes to the 
Famed Editor's Memory—House "in Which He Was 
Born Still Stands.

Mtnchester, X H., Feb. 2.—Com- 


memorative of the centenary of the 
blnh of Horace Greelty, the staid old 
town of Ambent, one of >?ew Hamp- 
§hlre'» mo»t picturesque villages. In 
which the widely known editor of half 
a; c«ntiuir ««o first taw the light of 
flay, and in which he spent the first 
«ljht years of his life, will hold on 
Friday, February '. an elaborate pro- 
gram of literary exercises in the old 
town hall. 


Arrangements for these exercises 


have been going on for the last few 
•we«Xs in the hands of a committee of 
representative and well known citl- 
lens, of which the Rev, C. S. White, 
pastor of the Congregational church 
Of Amheret, 1* chairman, and who will 
preside «t the exercises. 
More than 


three hundred invitations have been 
pent out by the committee, and it Is 
expected that the attendance will' far 
exceed that of the 150th anniversary 
exercises of the town, which were held 
last spring. 


There has been a generous response 


to the Invitations ^trom well known 
men of New England, and there is ev- 
ery 
Indlcatiort of one of the largest 


gatherings' In the history of "Arnherst, 
not excepting the occasion of the vil- 
lage's centenary exercises, the princi- 
pal address at which was delivered by 
Horace Greeley, whose first public ap- 
pearance in the town of his birth drew 
the largest assemblage ever recorded 
in the hamlet. 


The exercises will be held in the 


afternoon, and will include not only 
those of a literary nature, but also a 
pilgrimage to the old Greeley home- 
stead, situated about five miles from 
the village center, close to the town 
line, which adjoins that of Bedford. 


Th« principal address of the day will 


be delivered by Mr. Albert E. Pllls- 
pury. of Boston, chief counsel of- the 
Boston Elevated railway, a stanch ad- 
mirer "of Horace Greeley. 
A bronze 


tablet bearing the Inscription of the, 
birth and death of the editor marks 
the Greeley homestead, a gift from Mr 
Plllsbury.

will the the reading o£. a few letters 
from .-Mr. Greeley on the occasion of 


the Invitation "xter.ded to him to deliv- 
er the oration at the c?ntf-nar;,- exer- 
cises of the town. These letters, which 
arc the higljly prized property of the 
town's public library, are in the hands 
of Mr. Write and will be r?a«l by him. 
Like all Gretley communications, they 
are noted for their terseness and the 
exceeding bluntness \vlik-h was char- 
acteristic'of the author. 


Among the letters m bo read is one 


to "E. P. Boylston. Ksqulro," which 
was in answer to th<» communication 
requesting that Mr. Greeley IT i-resent 
on the hundredth anniversary of the 
town.

His last Visit. 


So far as can be ascertained, Horace 


Greeley's last visit to his native town 
was on the occasion of the centenary 
anniversary. It is said he never re- 
turned, though visits to the old home- 
stead were often made by him un- 
known to the residents | of the village, 
as It was accessible from the town of 
Merrlmaok, N. H., one of the small 
hamlets on the central line of the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad. ' It Is said that 
Mr. Greeley would 
alight from 
the 


train at 
this station and frequently 


walked from there to the Greeley home, 
a distance o[ four or live miles, and, 
after spending a day or two on the 
"farm," would walk back to Merrimaefc 
and take the train. 
His coming was 


unheralded and his visits were known 
to only a few in that-sparsely settled 
country.
